evil and the utmost care should he 
exercised by the sta te s executive of­ 
ficers to make sure that it is 
not 
used to (satisfy political grudges.

Financial statistics on state gov­ 
ernments for 19 24 compiled by the 
department of commerce show 
the 
cost of state government more than 
doubled in seven 
years and

there was an increase over 19 23 ev­ 
en in the face of agitation for low- 
c: taxes. 
The trend 
of stale 
government 
has been to turn to other 
sources 
for revenue and thus reduce the gen­ 
eral property tax burden, hut even 
this lias not resulted in the lowering 
of state taxes. 
This is demonstrated by the way 
most states have added special pro­ 
perty taxes, 
inheritance, 
income, 
motor vehicle license and motor fu­ 
el taxes. In spite of this tendency of 
states to assess every sort of a class 
tax imaginable, the burden oil tan- 
gijde property has grown.

Sharing Government Costs 


Financial statistics on slate gov- 


ernments for 1924 compiled liy the 
department of commerce show the 
cost of state government more than 


general property levies in 1924 was 
$3.31 and in 1923 it was $3.13. The 
great advance in the iburdcn placed 
on this property is revealed by a 
comparison with 1917 when the per 
capita was $1.83. 


We should expect government to 


cost more because everything else 
costs more, but we also "have 
the 


right to expect that some steps be 
taken to relieve tangible property of 
the heavy load that it has to bear. 


Before the owner of real estate 


and personal property gets relief;
